And whereas it is objected, The Apoſtle doth 
not mean the Weekly Sabbath. Mts 

7. Itis certain that the primary (and almoſt 
conſtant) uſe of the word Sabbath, is to denote 
that weekly Day of Reſt which God com- 
manded the Jews to obſerve ; and whereas it is 
pic to any other Days, *tis in alluſion to 
this, becauſe of the Reſt from ſervile Work 
upon them; in which reſpe& they were like to 
the Weekly Sabbath, as appears Levzt. 16, 31. 
and Chap. 23,24, 32, 39. which are all the 
places where the word Sabbath is exprelly ap- 
plied to any other dais: And therefore the 
primary and almoſt conſtant uſe of the word 
ought not to be forſaken. 

2. Wherever the word Sabbaths is uſed ab- 
ſolutely, as here, withour any expreſſionin the 
Text to limit it, 'tis to be underſtood of the 
Weekly Sabbath : The reaſon of which Rule 
is obvious, becauſe otherwife the Scripture 
would be of doubtful Interpretation, and, as 
1 Cor. 14. 8. the Trumpet would give an uncer- 
tain ſound. -

that Day been comprehended and meant by 


Sabbath Days, ſure he had let this Church have 
known it, it behoved him to be faithful to Us, 
who was our Apoſtle, and fo he ſays he was,

But ſaith the Seventh-day Sabbatarian, The 
Ordinances of the Law were glorious, therefore 
Paul cold not refer to them when he ſpeaks of beg- 
gerly Elements. Thus T illam. _— 

When compared to the Ordinances of the 
Goſpel, they may be called weak and beggerly, 
as Paul (hews, ſpeaking of the Law written in 
two Tables of Stone, which he calls glorioms, 
2 Cor. 3. 7. yet a miniſtration of Death and 
Condemnation, verl. g. For even that which was 
enade glorious, had no Glory in this reſpe&t, by 
reaſon of the Glory that excelleth, verſ. 10. The 
Shadow ſeems glorious till the Subſtance comes; 
but what. Glory appears in it then ? None at 
all. What is the Glory of the Moon when the 
Sun appears and ſhines forth ſplendidly ? So 
what ſignifies the Shadow of Reſt, to the true 
Aatitypical Sabbath of Reft which we have in 
Chriſt ? we that believe, do enter into Reſt. 

Beſides, St. Paul calls Jewiſh Ordinances, 
Carnal Ordinances ; which terms as much e- 
clipſe their Glory, as to call them weak and 


| beggerly Elements; Heb. 9g. 10. Meats and 


Drinks, and divers Waſhings, and carnal Ordi- 
ances. Carnal Ordinances, no doubt, include 
all the Jewiſh !Sabbaths, viz. Days, Months, 
Times, and Years, as well as Circumciſion, le- 
gal Waſhings, and Sacrifices, 

The Apoſtle calls them not only carnal, 
weak, and beggerly Elements, but unprofitable -

From what the DoRor notes, it appears that

Thus having given you the Proofs of thoſe 
who aſſert the Sabbath was given to Man in In- 
nocency, I ſhall now give you the Reaſons urg'd 
by others who affirm it was not given till 
Iſrael came into the Wilderneſs : Their Argy- 
ments are of two forts. +4: | 

1. Many of them affirm, that Moſes wrote 
here in Gen. 2. by a Prolepfis, or way of antici- 
pation. 

2. Others do not ſo much aflert that, but 
allow it might be ſet apart in. the deſign of 
God from his finiſhing his Work, and yet at- 
firm it was not given to any to keep till 1ſrael's 
coming into the Wilderneſs, when God ' was a- 
bout to form them into an Eccleſiaſtical and Po- 
litical Church-State; and appointed them Laws 
and Ordinances, particularly the Worſhip, 
Duties, and Sacrifices they were to diſcharge on 
their Sabbath-day. And indeed it may ſeem un- 
reaſonable to believe that the wiſe God ſhall 
give a Sabbath, not only for Reſt, but for Di- 
vine Worſhip, before he « 1.0" thoſe Du- 
ties of Worſhip he would: have them to per- 
form on that day ; which were effentially ne- 
ceflary for all to know. as well as the ſpecial ' 
preciſe Day it ſelf.

7. But to begin with the firſt Argument, that

relate to the times wherein foſes wrote ; and 
intimated only the reaſon why God required 
of the Jews to ſanRify the ſeventh day rather 
than any other : no Precept to that purpoſe be- 
ing given to Adam and to his Poſterity, nor 
any Myſtery in the number ſever, why it ſhould 
be thought moſt proper for God's Publick Wor- 
ſhip:- And this, faith he; is indeed the ant:i- 
enter and more general Opinion, unanimouſly 
deliver'd both by Fews and Chriftzans, and not 
{o much as queſtion'd till theſe latter days : 
And tho ſome aſcribe it to Toftatws as the firit 
Inventer of it, - yet it is antienter far than he ; 
tho were it fo, 1t could not be deny'd but it 
had an able and learned Author, who, conlſi- 
dering the times in which he lived, and the 
ſhortaeks'of his Life, hardly ever bad a 
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to Adam rokeep the b day. 4F 
- It is trne, Tofarm makes this Query, Whether: 

the Sabbath bemg fſanfified by God in the In- 
fancy of the World, bad been obſerv/d by Men 

thro the Light of Nature; and returns this An- 
fiver, .that God commanded not the Sabbath to 
be ſanctified in the beginning of the World, 
but it was commanded afterwards by the Law 
of Moſes, when God did publickly make known 
his Wilt on Mount Smart ; and that whereas 
the Scripture ſpeaks of ſanRifying the ſeventh 
day in Gen. 2. it is not to be” underſtood as if 
the Lord did then appoint it for his publick 
Worſhip, but to be refer'd to the time wherem 
Moſes wrote, which was in the Wildernefs, &c.

Now I may infer from hence: If the Com- 
mand of God to obſerve the ſeventh day was 
not wrote in Adam's Heart, then it is not 
written-in the Hearts'of any of his Offspring 
by Nature: For as I have ſaid, the muday 
Stream cannot be clearer than the Chrytal 
Fountain. 

But our Brethren who keep the ſeventh day, 
and {ome others affirm, that the Patriarchs from 
Adam to Moſes did keep that day. 
Anſw. This I deny, and if I put them to 
prove it, they can never doit. ' The Patri- 
Firft, 1 grant that from Adam to Moſes the ,,.h, id 
holy and pious Patriarchs not only diſcharged nt beep 
all Duties of natural Religion, but all Duties the ſeventh 
_ even day Sab. 
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"The Patriarchs kept not 
given by expreſs Command to themz- yet we 
read :not that God-commanded them to keep 
the ſeventh 'day, or reminded them of a for- 
mer Precept. given to Adam, and in him to. 
them. And no doubt they obſerved a ſufficient 
time for the Worſhip of God, it may be a part 
of every day, or more than one in feven: for 
oy not only improved their natural Light 
1d Knowledg, but had a-ſpecial Revelation of 
the Will of God to them; yet we find not the 
leaſt intimation that any of them kept the ſe- 
Abel we read ſacrificed; and this of offering 
Sacrifices could” not be known by the Light of 
Nature ;. God therefore commanded him fo to 
do, or revealed it fome' way or another. in a 
ſupernatural way to him, becauſe him and bis 
Offering God had reſpect unto : beſides, he did it 
in Faith, and Faith muſt have a Rule toa& by ; 
but we do not” read he offer'd- Sacrifices on the 
ſeventh day, or kept that day as a Sabbath : bad 
he kept one Sabbath-day, tho 'no mention .is 
made of any Command he had ſo to'do, we 
ſhould no more doubt - of it, but conclude he 
had ſuch a Command, as we believe he had for 
his offering Sacrifices; but if he or any other 
of the Patriarchs had kept the ſeventh day as a 
Sabbath, would it from thence follow it was a mo- 
ral Precept, and obligatory on us, any more than 
their offering Sacrifices obliges us ſo to do?

God's bleſſing and ſanitifying of the ſeventh day, 
Graſcom, are to be extended, faith one, to relate to any 
p.18, thing further than to that particular ſeventh 
day following the Creation, ;it doth not refer 
to any immediate Inſtitution of -the Sabbath,

been ſome account given of the Penalty or Pu- 
niſhment due to Sabbath-breakers: but we 
read of no Penalty or Puniſhment to be infli- 
ed on Sabbath-breakers-; therefore we conclude 
they were not oblig'd to the obſervatici there- 
of, How can it be thought that the law of 
the Seventh-day Sabbath ſhould be impoſed up- 
on them, *and yet God ſhould hide the Puniſh- 
ment due.to the breach thereof from the World 
for more than two thouſand years ? Evident it is 
that they knew what Puniſhment was to be in- 
8 ficted for the breach of other moral Precepts, 
as Murder, Adultery, &c, and if this were of 
like nature, 7. e. a pure moral Duty, how came 
it to paſs that God diſcover'd not the Penalty to 
them for violating this Precept ? 

Twelfthly, My laſt Argument is this; The 
Sabbath under the Old Teſtament had a reſpe&t

16. was firſt made known to Moſes, and then by 
20« him to the Children of 1/rael; therefore un- 
known to him or them before. |

True, m the next words God 
declard that the feventh Day ſhould be the 
Jews Sabbath, whom he took into a Legal and 
Typical Covenant, and Church-ſtate, to be his 
own People : The ſeventh Day is the Sabhath of 
the Lord thy God; not thy God in Chriſt _- 
the terms of the new Covenant; no, no, but 
thy God in a legal, and external Covenant. 
And fo their Sabbath was given to them upon

My Brethren, upon this foot of account was 
the Seventh-day Sabbath founded; not in Chriſt, 
or on a new Covenant bottom; nox given to

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New-Covenant Children as fſauch:: but it was 
bottom'd upon the Covenant of Works, and 
only given to that People whom God brought 
out of the Land of Egypt, and redeem'd from 
Egyptian Bondage. And when he enters into 
that Covenant with them, he poſitively fays, 
Deut. s. 1, therefore he gave them his rg which was 
a ſhadow of a far greater Work than that of 
Creation, and of a greater Redemption than 
that out of Egypt. I heard lately of one who 
id, this was his chief reaſon of obſerving the 
Seventh-day Sabbath, becauſe it was given to | 
God's Covenant-People, &c. not being able to | 
diſcern between that legal and typical Cove- | 
nant made with the whole Nation of Jſrael 
(which took in their fleſhly Seed as ſuch) and | 
the Covenant of Grace. 

Moreover, Expoſitors obſerve concerning the 
cloſe of this Commandment, ver. 11. Where- 
fore God bleſſed the Sabbath-day, and ſaniti- | 
fed it, that 'tis not faid the ſeventh day here, | 
but the Sabbath-day. One day in ſeven, and | 
not the preciſe ſeventh Day from the Creation, | 
is by a poſitive Command in this place intima- | 
ted to be God's Will and Pleaſure to be ob- 
ſerved to the end of the World.

Lites to keep the ſeventh-day, becauſe on it he 
reſted when he had finiſhed his Work, viz.

Now then, tho there is ſomething naturally 
and ſimply.moral in the-fourth Commandment ; 
and tho God doth here intimate from' his own 
Prerogative or Arbitrary Will, that he will 
have one day in ſeven perpetually obſerved as a 
day of Reſt and ſacred Worſhip; yet that 
part of it that ſpeaks of the ſeventh-day was 
merely poſitive and typical, and ſo ceaſed with 
the Covenant of Works. 

Indeed Dr. Owen has excellently ſhewed how

to the greater ; as we commonly ſay, Of two 
evils chooſe the leaſt.

who in this point are guiltleſs. Why a more excel 
lent Law ? Is it not becauſe the one 1s a moral Law 
Proceenng from God's Nature, and the other 
merely poſitive and Typical, and fo arbitra- 

? And-why dothe Annotators apply that to 
crifices? Our. Lord remotely refers to that, 
but directly and immediatly to the Seventh-day 
Sabbath, and mentions Sacrifices to ſhow that 
the preciſe Seventh-day Sabbath was no' moral! 
Law.. but of the ſame nature with the Law of 

Sacrifices, and that of the Shew-bread. 

- Beſides, our Saviour's bringing in { on this

But none ſure will ſay, Chriſt as the Son of 
Man, or as Medzator, is Lord of any pure 
moral Precept z ſo that he can give liberty to 
men to worſhip other Gods, or to_make graven 
Images and bow down to them, or . take God's ho- 
ly Name . in vain, or commit Murder, Adulte- 
ry, or ſteal, 8&c. No, no, it would be Blaſ-

Becauſe our Lord came not to de- 
ftroy the Law, &c. but to fulfil it, and was 
obliged exaRtly to keep the whole moral Law

But when Chriſt God-man came, and alſo

But 
pray that your flight be not in the Winter, nor on the 
Sabbath-day : for then ſhall be great Tribulation.

' Why not in the Winter ? becauſe of the dif-

Thirdly, Tn the purſuit of whatT aim at, 


conſider, that from the day of his aſcenſion in- 
to Heaven, till the day of Pentecoft, there 
were but ten days, during which we do not 
read they had any ſpecial general Aſſembly for 
Religious Worſhip, tho on the two firſt days 
ſome were _ and on both thoſe days he 
appeared to them. And remarkable it is, that 
there were two Jewiſh Sabbath-days- be- 
tween his Aſcenſion and the day of their firit 
general ſolemn meeting. Now had not the old 
Sabbath been gone, certainly they had afſem- 
bled on both thoſe days : but no doubt our 
T ord had told them on what day they ſhould 
firſt meet together, in expectation of the Gift 
and Promiſe of the Father ; which day he pur- 
poſed to ratify as the only Day of Goſpel- 
worl}.ip, by a marvellous effuſion of the Spi- 
rit. To-me nothing deſerves more to be ob- 
{cry'd than this, viz. on what day of the WE 
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the firſt general Goſpel- Aſſembly was held, after 
our Lord's Refurrection, and juit upon ( or- 
ſoon after ) his Aſcenſion : for no doubt that 
was the day which Chrift did ſettle in his 
Goipel-Charch. And that they were bid to be 
altogether on this day, and to wait till it was 
come, ſeems plainly implyed in the very words 
of the Text, Acts 2.1. And when the day of 
Pentecoft was fully come ;, fully come, doth not 
that denote they waited for it ? 
Queſt. }VVell, and mhat then ? 
 Anſw. Why, they were all with one accord in 
one place. Certainly this Aﬀembly of the 
Church on this day was by divine appointment; 
and our Lord might order their firſt afſemh- 
ling together then (I mean on this firlt day of 
| the Week) becauſe Pentecoft fell out then, 
and becauſe he knew that great multitudes 
would be together then to celebrate that Feaſt. 
And therefore, as S. Chryſoftom notes; God
